It is made by the 


American Postal Machine company of 
Boston, Mass. 
The power to operate 


it is furnished by the Janesville Elec- 
tric company. 


This style of machine Is being intro- 


tluced into a great number of offices 
by the government where a large num- 
ber of letters have to be handled. 


Mr. E. H. Merritt, who is employed 


by the government putting in these 
machines has been on the road since 
last July and will go from here to 
Ashland as soon as the machine is in 
running order which he hopes will be 
tonight.

o'clock, was held up by six masked 
men at GifEord, five miles this side ol 
Malvern, at 7:15 o'clock last evening. 


Tho tr.il^ V.T.S held, at tho nc;-r.c c: 


the rob.bery forty-five minutes, 
and 


pulled into the union station one nour 
and thiriy minutes late. 


The robbers covered the track with 


ties and built a huge fire in the cen- 
ter of the pile. The engineer, suspi- 
cious of an attempted robbery, tried to 
pull through, but the ties caught the 
. pilot and stopped the wheels. 
In- 


stantly three masked men told the en- 
gineer and fireman to come down at 
once. Another 
one of the robbers 


went on the side of the train 
and 


.called to the conductor to stay inside. 
Eaca order was promptly obeyed. 


While the four robbers were stand- 


ing guard and occasionally firing a 
shot to frighten the passengers, the 
two remaining bandits entered the ex-
